disregard o flaws in our past," the 
report said, adding that 'we must bear 
in mind the puritan's objection to ad- 
ministration, the whig of a 'right of 
revolution,' the conception of natural 
rights, classical in our policy, the 
Democratic tradition of 
individual 


participation in sovcrignly." 


Asserting that as to 
enforcement 


there were no reliable figures to show 
the size of the problem, the commis- 
sion said the reported arrests in the 
past fiscal year of upwards of eighty 
thousand persons from every part of 
continental United States "indicates 
a staggering number of what might be 
called focal points o ifnfcction." 


Attention was directed that there 


also were 18,700 miles ot boundary 
and shore lines for the United States 
"at every point' ot which infection is 
possible."

"To deal with an enforcement prob-

achieved overnight." 


Replying to those who have assail- 


ed it for failure to hold public hear- 
ings on the prohibition question, the 
commission 
reported

Hoover that it conceived it "to be 
more useful to made a careful study 
of the whole question, securing in- 
formation from the responsible of- 
ficers of government and from print- 
ed reports, as wel] as from hearings 
before committees of Congress, before 
embarking upon public hearings." 


Summing vip its four recommenda- 


tions for legislative enactment the 
commission said: 


"We think they could not in any 


wise interfere with any ultimate pro- 


machinery of the Federal1 system, it 
should be done," the report went on. 
"We think such a solution entirely 
possible and in the right line of 
progress." 


Pointing out that the Jones law has 


expressly recognized a class of "cas- 
ual or slight violations," the commis- 
sion said a statute authorizing the 
district attorneys in such cases to 
prosecute by complaint or informa- 
tion would obviate 'the long delay, 
unnecessary expense, 
and

In such "dases, when so prosecuted, 


the penalty suggested would be a fine 
of not more than 5500 and imprison- 
ment in jail without hard labor not 
to exceed six months, or both.

County Agents 


Have Busy Year 


Volume of Buiinet* It Far 


In Exce«« of Any For* 


mer Year. 


" The achievements of county exten- 
sion workers for the year just closed 
show n marked contrast to that of 
the first years of extension Work, and 
e, steady advance over the aocomplish- 
mehts of nny former year, according 
to T. Roy Reid, University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture. Extension 
Service. 


Thc..4-H club work handled by the 


county agents has grown accordingly. 
Mothers and fathers now urge their 
sons and daughters to become mem- 
bers of a 4-H club, and this last year 
there was an enrollment of 31,778 boys 
and girls in 4-H clubs In the state. 
This is almost five times the enroll- 
ment of seven years ago. 


Soil improvement was emphasized 


with farmers and 1,660 soil improve- 
ment demonstrations were carried 
through the year. Vetch was more 
widely used as .a cover and green ma- 
nure crop. It is estimated that 72,000 
acres of Vetch were sown this past 
fall by Arkansas farmers. Pastures, as 
an aid to dairy development, arc im- 
portant, and county agents have su- 
pervised a total of 56 pasture demon- 
strations. 


The big thing is agricultural en- 


gineering work which has been done 
is the building of terraces on 2,249 
farms, protecting 102,956 acres of good 
hill land from erosion. Help has been 
given in machine farming and im- 
proved machinery has been placed on 
577 farms through the efforts of the 
county agents. A total of 320 poultry 
houses, 86 hog houses, and 137 barns 
have been built from plans furnished 
by county agents. 


The livestock industry 
has grown 


this year. 
Beef cattle have been 


profitable again and county agents 
have helped farmers secure 111 pure- 
bred beef bulls for breeding up their 
herds. Twenty-three ton "litters of 
pigs were produced in demonstrations 
this year. The demonstrations in pro-
